Artificial Ice Campaign 
Forges Ahead 

The campaign for artificial ice 
proceeding, this week a letter having 
been delivered to the secretary of the 
miners’ association setting forth the 
obective of the provisional committee 
and asking for the support of the 
mine workers.

Ottawa—Owing to the disturbed 
condition in Europe and the Far 
East, Prime Minister Mackenzie King 
will come to

“At the moment matters are very 
serious,” he said. "We all hope they 
are going to improve but I would 
like to take at least a part of the 
summer to consider both the Euro¬ 
pean and Asiatic situations before 
launching the campaign.” 

It was possible, he added, that par¬ 
liament might have to be called in 
special session to deal with a crisis j 
as was contemplated last autumn at 
the time of the Munich affair. 

“All things considered," he con-1 
tinued, "I believe much might be; 
gained and nothing would be lost by 
waiting a few weeks before reaching 
a decision regarding a general elec¬ 
tion.

London. -Prime Minister Chamber-, 
lain gave a pew warning to the world 
Sunday night that Great Britain is 
resolute in its determination to re¬ 
sist aggression. 

He spoke a few hours after 20,000 
men and women members of Bri¬ 
tain's civil defence forces had march¬ 
ed past the King and Queen in Hyde 
Park. 

“We are living in critical and dan¬ 
gerous times,” Mr. Chamberlain told 
the nation in a broadcast speech, ap¬ 
pealing for volunteers for the civil 
defence army which now totals 1,- 


defence forces have been recognizer} I 
as the fourth arm standing side by j 
side with the auxiliaries of our three! 
fighting forces, as a definite part of] 
the organization of our country’s 
protection.” 

Great Britain's National Council \ 
of Labor, in a message addressed 
directly to the German people, told 
th,em that “neither you nor we must 
submit to the belief that war is in¬ 
evitable.” 

"You Germans and we British and 
all other peoples must determine to 
be masters and not slaves of our 
fates," the message said. “We must 
not suffer the indignity and sorrow 
of drifting into a catastrophic war.” 


London. - The British common¬ 
wealth needs its own propaganda in 
the “battle of ideas” now going on 
among nations, and this should take 
the form of “education, not of de¬ 
ception,” Vincent Massey, Canada's 
high commissioner in London, told 
the Empire Press Union here. 

The propaganda should consist 
neither of over-statement nor under¬ 
statement but should be "simply 
statement,” Mr. Massey told the 
press delegates during discussion of 
“interchange within the Empire of 
news and views of general imperial 
interest with particular reference to 
foreign affairs.” 

"There ispi battle of ideas in the 
^orld to-dW,” Mr. Massey said. 
"Some peopleware impervious to those 
we hold but there are others who 
may still be converted. 

“If we win, the battle of ideas we 
shall do much to avert another form 
of conflict." 

Mr. Massey analysed propaganda 
disseminated by the totalitarian 
states and said one part of it con¬ 
sisted of furious abusive diatribe "to 
which we are all becoming increas¬ 
ingly hardened and increasingly in¬ 
different. 

"If we notice these symptoriis of 
indifference in ourseli* we may be 
justified in guessing that some of the 
same symptoms may be found among 
the public within these totalitarian 
countries . . .” 

Mr. Massey referred to the sec- 
[ ond method of totalitarian countries 
which had a more permanent effect 
, and more powerful influence through 
distorting the perspective and color¬ 
ing the background against which 
the news of the day was presented. 

He suggested that there is no 
doubt this method is largely respon¬ 
sible for the misunderstanding of 
British policy and British aims 
which “genuinely exists among the 
peoples of these countries. 

“The propaganda to which they 
j are exposed appeals to no reason but 
to unconscious factors at work in the 
people’s minds. They are influenced 
! without their realizing they are be¬ 
ing influenced.” 

Mr. Massey said that the educa¬ 
tional propaganda he suggested 
“must have consistent objects in 
view and it must not be haphazard 
and unplanned. It is therefore es¬ 
sential that every facility should be 
; given the press for pursuing this 
work of education. Both the public 
j in the British countries and the 
world outside must be reminded not 
, only of our achievements in political 
liberty and the strides we have made 
in social progress but of the ideals 
which the British peoples are striv¬ 
ing to realize. 

“And while I would not have the 
press allow us to forget the danger 
to which our British heritage is ex¬ 
posed, in these difficult times, I be¬ 
lieve that it can do much to hearten 
and inspire us by reminding us of the 
strength, diversity and extent of our 
: resources, both spiritual and ma¬ 
terial.”

London. — During the September 
crisis last year over Czecho-Slovakia, 
Hong Kong received more news from 
German agencies than from British 
sources, the Empire Press Union 
was told.

He added that “if any substantial 
concessions are made to the Japanese 
then inevitably the next push will be 
against the rights of the press ini 
such a typically British colony as: 
Hong Kong itself." >

companies which relayed the pro¬ 
gram and to Dr. John S. Young, who 
conceived the series. 
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The July number of The Reader’s 
Digest has a very pertinent article on 
the appointment of Justices of the 
Peace, who are appointed in the United 
States in much the same manner as 
in Canada. It points out that the ap¬ 
pointment of men totally unfitted by 
education and legal experience, not 
only leads to injustices, but also is 
the cause of much graft, whereby un¬ 
scrupulous J.P.’s may connive with 
unscrupulous law enforcement officers, 
and defendants are fined unmercifully, 
not in order to satisfy the ends of jus¬ 
tice, but in order that the Justice of 
the Peace may be sure of getting his 
costs. The administration of justice 
should be above such criticism, but 
under the system in vogue of appoint¬ 
ments being made through political 
preferment, with no regard for quali¬ 
fications for the office, there is bound 
to be much adverse comment, besides 
which respect for the administration 
of justice is lessened. 

A most flagrant case once witnessed 
by the writer was that of a man fined 
under the Master and Servant Act. 
The man had been so badly treated by 
his employer, in not having sufficient 
food provided as a farm laborer, that 
he quit. The man pleaded his case as 
best he could, without the aid of *a 
lawyer. After going into a huddle 
the local justice of the peace where 
the case was tried fined the fellow 
more than he .had earned in a month, 
adding his own costs. It is instances 
such as this (and this is not an isolated 
case) which emphasize the necessity 
of appointments being made 
basis of qualifications rather than for 
being a supporter of the political 
party in power. 

Though there are many justices per¬ 
forming a useful service fairly and 
impartially, yet there are evils under 
the present system, particularly when 
one recalls that since the preservtNpro- 
vincial government came into power, 
certain well-known police magistrates 
were compelled to resign—not because 
of non-fulfilment of all the require¬ 
ments of their duties, but because they 
were hot supporters of the govern¬ 
ment. Incidents such as these create 
lack of respect for justices who may 
be appointed on the basis of political 
preferment.
